GRAPES. 

Grap2s  should  be  planted  by  everyone.  There  is  hardly  a  lot  or  garden  so 
small  but  room  will  be  found  for  a  few  Grapes.  They  do  well  trained  up^to  the 
side  of  a  building  or  along  the  garden  fence.  They  take  up  little  room,  and  fur- 
nish an  abundance  of  the  healthiest  fruit.  In  the  open  ground  plant  in  rowTs  8 
feet  apart  and  6  feet  in  the  rows,  in  deep  soil.  Our  grape  vines  are  all  careful^ 
grown,  are  very  strong,  healthy  plants  with  an  abundance  of  roots.  Except  when 
noted  otherwise,  all  grapes  offered  are  1  year.
